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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

i) The term "substituted" in the definition of R2 without saying which substituents are intended is 
indefinite. One skilled in the art cannot say which substituents are permitted and which ones are 
not. 

ii) Regarding claim 2, the phrase "e.g. 1- to 3-fold" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See 
MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 

iii) In claim 4, Applicants intention appears to be a pharmaceutically acceptable salt form. The 
claim, however, embraces all kinds of salts. Appropriate amendment to a pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt form is suggested. 

iv) In claims 8 and 9, the nature of the additional active agent is not known. These claims may 
need to be restricted depending on the nature of the additional active agent. 

Claim 6 provides for the use of a compound, but, since the claim does not set forth any 
steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process applicant is intending to 
encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, positive steps 
delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, without 
setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a process, i.e.. 
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results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex 
parte DunkU 153 USPQ 678 (Bd. App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. 
Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

Applicant is advised that should claim 1 be found allowable, claim 5 will be objected to 
under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two claims in an application 
are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight 
difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a 
substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). The intended use of a 
compound does not have patentability weight. 

Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification does not reasonably provide enablement for treating a disease or disorder mediated 
by LFA-l/ICAM-1, LFA-l/ICAM-2, LFA-l/ICAM-3 or LFA-l/JAM-1 interactions in a subject 
in need thereof 

The claims read on treating a disease or disorder which has not been specified. The how 
to use portion of the statute has not been addressed. This means that Applicants must teach the 
skilled practitioner, in this case a physician, how to treat a given subject. The physician clearly 
must know what disease and what symptoms are to be treated. 

As the Supreme Court said in Brenner v. Manson, 148 USPQ at 696: "a patent is not a 
hunting license. It is not a reward for the search, but compensation for its successful 
conclusion." As U.S. Court of Customs and Patent Appeals stated In re Diedrich 138 USPQ at 
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130, quoting with approval from the decision of the board: "We do not believe that it was the 
intention of the statutes to require the Patent Office, the courts, or the public to play the sort of 
guessing game that might be involved if an applicant could satisfy the requirements of the 
statutes by indicating the usefulness of a claimed compound in terms of possible use so general 
as to be meaningless and then, after his research or that of his competitors has definitely 
ascertained an actual use for the compound, adducing evidence intended to show that a particular 
specific use would have been obvious to men skilled in the particular art to which this use 
relates." 

In this case. Applicants have not provided what is being treated by claims 9 and 10, who 
the subject in need is, how one can identify said subject (i.e. how one can identify a subject in 
need), given no specific dose, given no specific dosing regimen, given no specific route of 
administration, and do not specify what diseases or symptom they intend to treat. 

MPEP 2164.01(a) states, "A conclusion of lack of enablement means that, based on the 
evidence regarding each of the above factors, the specification, at the time the application was 
filed, would not have taught one skilled in the art how to make and/or use the full scope of the 
claimed invention without undue experimentation. In re Wright, 999 F.2d 1557, 1562, 27 
USPQ2d 1510, 1513 (Fed. Cir. 1993)." That conclusion is clearly justified here and undue 
experimentation will be required to practice Applicants* invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Albert 
et al. (WO 2001/27102, which has the U.S. equivalent Patent No. 6,399,599). The claims read on 
the compounds of Examples 3, 15 and 20.
